. The following biography of a 
well-known Andover native was 
received from I. H. Shaver of 
Philadelphia: 

100th Anniversary 
Educator, Novelist, Poet, Diplomat 
1847-19380 

Arthur §S. Hardy, born August 
13, 1847, started his life in An-| 
dover and during the formative 
years of childhood had the privi- 
lege of attending school in Neu-| 
chatel, Switzerland; later was at) 
Phillips Andover Academy; and. 
studied for a year at Amherst Col- | 
lege. He then entered West Point | 
Military Academy and graduated | 
in 1869. He was assigned to ar-| 
tillery, served about a year and/ 
resigned his commission. 


In 1871-3 he was professor of 
civil engineering at Iowa College 
(now Grinnell); then he studied 
scientific bridge building and road 
construction for a year in Paris. 
In 1874 he accepted the chair of 
mathematics in Chandler Scientific 
School, connected’ with Dartmouth 
College; four years later he was 
made professor of mathematics in 
the college itself, and held this po- 
sition until about 1893 or so.| 

Meantime he became the author | 
ef several important works on 
mathematics: ‘‘Elements of Qua-) 
ternions. 1881; later he annotated, 
a translation of Argand’s Theory | 
of Imaginary Quantities’; con- 
tributed to a work on ‘‘Applica- 
tions of Photography to Survey- 
ing’; in 1889, published text- 
books on analytic geometry and 
calculus. 

In 1878 appeared his first purely 
literary work, ‘‘Francesca da 
Rimini,’’ a lengthy poem; in 1883 
came a novel, ‘‘But Yet a Woman,”’ 
and because of its grace and bril- 
liancy, it was successful and be- 
came quite popular and passed 
through many editions both in 
America and England. About 1886 
brings along ‘‘Wind of Destiny’; 
in 1888 the. Atlantic monthly 
serialized his ‘‘Passe Rose,’ the 
romance of a dancing girl at the 
court of Charlemagne; this is 
probably the most enduring of 
Hardy’s books. 


The professor’s powers as a 
novelist are not in the elaboration 
of plots, or delineation of charac- 
ters, but in his general aptitude 
for descriptive beauties of nature, 
happy expression of the rules of 
noble living, aphoristic thoughts, 
etc.—a delicate blending of light 
and shade. His diction is pleasing 
and graceful, and he uses, with ex- 
cellent discrimination, the wide 
and accurate learning at his 
command. 

In 189], he made a tour of the 
world; about 1893, after his Dart- 
mouth professorship, he 
tioned for a while as editor of the 
Cosmopolitan Magazine. In 1897, 
he entered the diplomatic service, 
holding posts at Persia, Greece (as 
minister, 1899 to 1901), and Swit- 
zerland, concluding with about 
three years’ service as minister to 


| Spain. He was recalled in an un- 


usual moment of pique by Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, who mistakenly 
believed that Hardy had refused 
to undertake a post as under- 
secretary of state. He had married 
some years previously, but after a 
number of years, finally retired 
and settled in Woodstock, Conn., 
and died in 1930, ending his long, 
checkered, useful life.
